While mau.v societies are be 
inff founded to exploit the '*Back 
to the Fdr4n" movement, the 
f<raveHt problem ooufroulm^ tlie 
f-rmer is how fcd keep youu^ 
people od'tbe farm. 

The lure of the city is feh 
even in the reinotept rural com 
muuitiea. All young people are 
pleasure loving. They demaud 
Recreation, and if opportunities 
, iter social eujovment do not pre 
sent themselves iu ;beir own 
ooinmuuity, they are boond to 
seek tbam afar. 

The opportunity for balpfol 
rccrtMition and enjoyment pre- 
KeuiB Itself in the new School 
Social* Center moTonaeot. 

In by>gone days^ the rural 
schools provided entertainment 
for tlip comniuuity in the form 
of "spelWuK-bees," "sinRinK- 
sebools," etc Qradually these 
reereatiout died ont^ and there 
sprang up 'Myceums" and "lit- 
erary societies," both of which 
were helpful and inapiriuR to the 
young, even though the oratory 
was crude, and the knowledge of 
subjects under discnssioo limited. 

Today the lyoeum is a thing of 
the past, and the country aehool- 
house ^^t;lIul^: ihv^olate and de- 
serted, duriuK the lonj: winter 
evuuiugs, and through the long 
months of Taeatlom 

Farm children shonld be given 
the most carofiil and judicious 
training lu the public schools. 
This however is far fron being 
the rule. In many cases the 
teitchers themselves lack proper 
training, aud the equipment is 
of the pooreat kind. • Bvery m 
ral school should be provided 
Willi a >:ood library for the bene- 
lit of both the school and the 
community. 

The acquisition of knowledge 
from books is necetaary. but this 
b3ok-knowledge does not in it- 
self constitute au education, far 
from it. We need au education- 
al system which fits a boy or girl 
to earn a living ; creates a desire 
for mure knowledge ; makttf civic 
duty plaiu, and teaches him or 
her the fundamental principles 
of universal brotherhoyd. 

At present a very large per 
cent of the business and profes- 
sional men, including statesmen, 
especially through the South and 
West, are men who were reared 
on the farm, or came from' the 
the workshop* of towns and vil 
lages. The indications are that 
a very large per cent of the lead- 
en of the future will oome from 
the tame iourcea. Therefore it 
is necessary that the children in 
the rural school should receive 
better training than is being giv- 
en them now. 

Mauy of the ablest men of to- 
day have been hampered by lack 
of early training, aud nothing 
can take the place of this lost 
training. If the state wants its 
citixens to be successful, pro- 
sperous, and happy iu the future 
it must no longer oeglect the 
early training of those who are 
to bring about the conditions 
which will accomplish the de- 
sire)} resolta. 

^^nr best teachers should be 
sent to the rural schools; earnest 
progressive men and women, 
capable of introducing into the 
work qnalities which will arouse 
the young people's enthusiasm 
and set them thinking and in- 



facts of uature, unfolding them 
selve^ all about them? The per- 
epnial miracle of plan> life is sn 
common, aud so constantly be- 
fore them, that tney fail to see 
or take note of it. An intelligent 
presentation of . this wonderful 
fact of resurrected life, will 
arouse in the minds of the child- 
ren new lines of. thought, and 
send them forth with eager feet, 
to make new .Iflcoveries. 

The attention of the children 
should be directed to the wise 
provision made by' trees »and 
haray plants for the coming of 
winter, jjp, at the first hint of 
the changing season, they begin 
to store up carbon, withdrawing 
from the leaves what the tree 
needs for its support during the 
winter's cold, and by the with- 
drawal of tb«sap, hardening and 
protecting the limbs and 
branches. 

Such Rtudv naturally leads to 
the study ot animals, and na 
ture's provision for their pro-

With "intelligent thought, 
rightly presented, the farm can 
be shown to be sne h i h san ti derf ul 
store-bouse of marvelous things 
hhat the boyp and girls will for- 
get tho oitit"^ with th'Mr glitter- 
lug alluremeui*', m iheir intense 
interest in things right at hand. 

The School Social Center pre- 
sents the opportunity. The 
school-rooms should be thrown 
open for all kinds of meetings of 
an uplifting character, indud 
iug social functions, holiday eel 
ebratidns, lectures, musicals, 
etc. ' 

Certain branches of domestic 
jcieuee ahoald be given a place 
in every country school curricu- 
lum. Few country house wives 
have ever been taught efflcenC 
dress-making. Why not employ 
a sewing-teacher, from some 
near-by city, who understands 
her work thoroughly, to give a 
series of lessons at the School 
Social Center, the classes to be 
attended by both mothers and 
daughter? , 

While most farmers' wives are 
excellent cooRs, few underatend 
food values, or food hygiene. 
This branch of domestic science 
should be thoroughly taught by 
an expert dietician. 

Then why not hold neighbor- 
hood fairs and exhibitions, 
where both domestic arts, and 
farm products may be displljred 
thus arouaing increased and en 
thosiastie intereat in every day 
work? 

Nor should the boyi be neg- 
lected. A amali building might 
be erected, a good carpenter em- 
ployed, and a manual training 
class organized, l^ectures, illus- 
trating seiOBtifloiarming, might 

be given. 

Truly opportunity is knocking 
at the door of the Kural School 
Social Center. Will the farmers 
realise the fact, and grasp it?

—Yaqui 
Indians, favoring the rebellion, 
liave taken to the warpath, ad- 
ding new tprrors to the rebel- 
harassed residents of Sonora 
along the Soother n Paoiflc Rail- 
road. A band of 100 Indians 
raided K<>aIito, a hamlet .on the 
Yhqui river, last night, anil cor- 
r t'd away one of the vtlKtre *>fR- 
ciiil". Tliev attactH.i (;.il(.'>ia, 
near thf S^Utlierii P iclfic hemi- 
quarters at Ernp ilme lud killed 
two men, one woman aod cliild 
and wounded another woman. 

A Federal ^uard, comprising 
an officer and twelve men, wpre 
ac the Empalaiu railway station 
when tbe attack was made and 
they immediately made off on 
foot toward Colon iii. 

The soldiers met the itihat)i- 
tauts of Culouia tleeiu^ before 
tbe Indians to Bmpslme. and be- 
cause the uouoombataqts were 
l)etween their pursuers aod res 
cuers, the latter was unable to 
direct an effective fire at Taqnis. 
The Indians, however, sent a 
brisk fire into tbe townspeople. 

Of the dozen Federal soldiers 
who went oot to meet the bos 
tilesi tea wera killed and six 
were injured. One Yaqni dead 
remained on the battlefield when 
tbe lodiaop » ithdrew to the hills. 
It ii reported that iOQ t%t»l$ are 
encamped almost within sight of 
Empalme tonight. 

So close were the Indians to 
Empalme Qoring the fighting that 
ballets strucli the American 
RiilwayOltfb and several, resi- 
dents.
